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1. There are two airfields in CHEB ($ 51/T 37) * The larges? one, 
located east of the town, is box*dered by the villages of DOL.SCHOEN, 
TREUNXT& and BOfuSCHOEM. Th.e smaller one, southeast of the 

town, is on both sides of the HOR . SCHOEIi-FOBHRAD dirt road* 

2. There was fog in the morning and the noise of running aircraft 
engines ms not heard*, when the visibility improved in the after- 
noon it was observed that the larger of the two airfields was un- 
occupied and unguarded* Only some wrecked aircraft, obviously 
from V»orld bar IX, wore observed at the field* 

3c Four or five aircraft, definitely determined as Me-lGQs, and one 
lar^e twin-engine aircraft were observed at the smaller airfield 
during the afternoon* The planes were parked in front of two 
hangars* Three Me«-109s took off at short intervals at 4 
conducting flights In the immediate vicinity of the fidd until
